Secretary of State G ar mi A. Thomp­ 
son is notifying chiefs of police of 
cities in Ohio that th e enforcement 
of the automobile license law is in 
the hands of the local officials, and 
that they are to see th at it is prop 
erly enforced. 
To provide 
for the safety of the 
general public all 
persons 
ow ning 
and operating autos on the public 
highways and roads m ust display the 
new 1910 license tag 
which differs 
from th a t of last y e a r in color and 
has th e year upon it. 
The color this 
year Is a brown with a grain of yel 
low running through it and the num ­ 
ber in white letters and those who 
do not comply with the law are sub­ 
ject to criminal prosecution. 
Applications for licenses were due 
to have been filed before January 1, 
and a copy of the list of machines 
registered in 
each 
county 
is 
filed 
with th e county clerk 
for 
record. 
Non-residents who 
have 
paid 
their 


fee in another state and carry tags 
showing sam e need not pay the Ohio 
license and no chauffeur or other per­ 
son dare drive or operate a motor ve­ 
hicle on the public highways without 
carrying the w ritten consent of the 
owner. 
Two num ber plates have to 
he carried, one in front and om- in 
the rear and they must be kept clean 
so they are plainly legible. 
Chauffeurs must register annually 
the same as the owner, except that 
his 
registration fee is $2 instead of 
$5 and all testers, repairmen and me­ 
chanics have to register as chauffeurs 
who are also subject to criminal pros 
ecution if they allow any one else to 
wear their badges. 
The penalty for 
violation of th e law is not less than 
$50. 
In the case of a party selling his 
machine to another, the 
purchaser 
m ust apply for a new license as the 
certificate of registration cannot be 
transferred by the state ‘departm ent 
from one ow ner to another.
